Continuation of 2. NOTE: The change from "a surface hydro phobized silica" to "a surface hydrophobized silica which hydroxyl groups 

was bound to silicon atoms on silica surface in said silica filler are linked to CH2=CHSiO- or vinyl groups so that by replacing 

remaining hydroxyl groups with (CH3)nSiO- groups wherein n is an integer of 1 to 3" does not place the application for allowance after 
final action because: 

(A) The amended parent Claim 1 raises a new issue although the examiner has confirmed it has a support on page 5 , line 14-21 and 
page 7, line 3-14. The scope regarding a surface hydrophobized silica has been converted to a specified modified silica with the 
condition that a chemical bonding is existed between the silica surface and bonding agent. A new consideration and search is thereby 
required. 

(B) It is noted by the examiner that such new amendment on surface hydrophobized silica may overcome the prior art of Tarumi and 
Barthel as discussed in the telephone interview of November 20 and 24, 2003. The surface modification on silica by Tarumi and Barthel 
is through physical trapping only, (see attached page for interview summary). 
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
